At the Hotel Conoordia, In Sofia, in 
lieu of plates, the meat is served on 
round, flat blooks of wood, about the 
cironmforenoe of a saucer, and two re- 
spectable citiiicns seated opposite me 
arc supping olT black bread and sliced 
cucumlior, both fishing slices of the 
cnouiubcr out of a wooden b<>wl with 
their fingers. Life at the Bulgarian 
canitai eridenlly bears in a legitimate 
relative comparison to the life of the 
country It represents. One of Prinoe 
Alennders's body guard, pointed ont 
to me in tlie bazar, looks quite the 
scml-barbarian that he Is, arrayed in a 
highly ornanientod national costume, 
with immense Oriental pistols in waist- 
band, gold braided tunian cooked on 
one side of his head and a fierce muiis- 
taebe. The soldiers hero— poor fel- 
lows— oven tlie comparatively rich 
ones, standing gnard at the entranoo to 
the Prince's palace, look as though 
they liavun't had a now uniform for 
years and had long since despaired of 
ever gellin" one. A war, and an 
ailiniico with some weaRhy nation 
which would rig tiieni ont io roapcct- 
able iinifornia, would probably not be 
an nnweiconic event to many of tlu ni. 
Wliilo wandering abont tlic bazar, after 
suupor, I ofaeerved that the streets, the 
palace grounds and in fact every place 
that la Tit up at all. save thu minarets 
of the mosi|iie, which arc always lllu- 
minntod wilh vegetable oil, are lighted 
with Anieiiean petroleum, ga-s and 
euai bi'iiig uuknuwii m the 
llulgarian capital. There is an evi- 
dent want of system in everything the 
iKJople do. I'' rum my own observations 
I am inclined to think they pay no heed 
whatever to generally accepted divi- 
sions of time, but govern their actions 
entirely by liglit and darkness. There 
is 110 eight liour nor Ion hour system of 
labor here; and I verily believe the in- 
dustrial olaascs work the whole time, 
save when they pause to munch black 
bread, and to take three or tour hours' 
sleep in the middle of the night; for as 
I li iMidle my way through the streets 
at livn o'elook next morning llic same 
people I obiWTad at Torious ocoupa- 
ttons In the basars ate there now, as 
busily engaged as though they had 
been keeping it up nil night; as also 
an workmen building a house; they 
irere pegging away at nine o'elock 
roaterday evening, by the flickering 
light of small pctrolcnm lamps, and at 
Ave this morning they scarooly look

I stop seferal of 
them with a view of sampling the qual- 
ity of their milk, but invariably find It 
unstrained, and the vessels looking oa 
though they had own strangers to 
soaloing fbr soiqe tino. Others orq 
omying gonny sacks of smoar|ase ot) 
thair Mibnidors, the whey from which 
Is not unfreqiicntly streaming down 
their backs. Cluanlinoss is no doubt 
next to godliness; but the Bulgarians 
seem to be several dtttrees removed 
from cither. They noea the civilizing 
influence of soap quite as much as any- 
thing else, and if the missionaries can 
not educqte them up to Christianity or 
civilixstioA it might not b« |i bad 
achnme to tif tbo onoriment of start,

Wialilngton \t noted the world 
over for lis mtgiiificeiit aveiiuei<, tlic 
number of its public park* antl t!ic 
vast stretcb of iiiiliiiprovct] ground 
exicii.lliig from tlic Capitol lo llic 
White liousp, a distanco of a mile. 
Tbii drip of land is about an eiglitli 
of a mile In .width and In the line of 
tlie Botanical Garden, the Armoiy 
liiiildiiig, the Sniitlisoiiian Instilute 
and National Museum, and of the 
Monument towerinic 556 feet into the 
air In all the purity of its marble 
whiteneit. The wonder has liecn 
that ihe general govcnimcnt wliicli 
has absolute control uf tliis land Iiuh 
never taken steps to iin|irmc it. .Vi- 
ler a lethargy of geveiily-flvc years it 
has ocourred that thin^ezpauae of 
ground can bt Improved so ite to 
make it one of the most beautiful 
driving parks in the world. A bill 
has aocordini;ly been introduced in 
Congress providiiii; for the improvo- 
meuts on a most comprehensive scale. 
The estimated cost is half a million 
of dollars, and when the work is coiii- 
pletpd the park will rival as a diivc 
the lunioiis Champs Elysccs, of Tal is. 

In keecping this Improvement Sen- 
ator Morrill has Introduced a bill in 
the Senate appropriating |300,()00 for 
the erection on the south side of the 
Executive Mansion of a buildiii<; eliii- 
iliar in cliaracter ami pxterinr 10 the 
pioRciit niansloii. The old portion 
will bo used exclusively for busincs!: 
purpoi«|, ThftUew part will be pai d 
ai tfie reiTdence and wilt flacetliu 
grand park contemplated iu the other 
measure before CoiiKress, and will 
overlook the redeemed portion of tlic 
I'utumac Itivcr wliicli will also con- 
stitulo a park dotted with lakes and 
liaving aveiiue* of abided drives. 
When these' Improvements are ilii- 
ished the people of this country will 
indeed have cause to led proud ol 
their National Capital. There will 
not be a city in the old or new world 
to equal it in the beauty of it* publle 
parks and the magiiilicionce oflts 
private and public buildings. 

The I'lesident enjoys the society of 
the Itepri'seiitatives of the people iu 
Congress, and whenever opportunity 
offers, has tliem assemble at the Ex- 
ecutive' Mansion to partake of his 
liospilality. It is an erroneous idea 
that many have that llio I'lesidiiit 
and his political opponents in Con- 
gress are at logger heads and suaixc- 
ly pass the courtesies of the day. 
Vliey may ah^rp and bitter things 
about each oilier in political and of- 
ficial maltci !<, but that Is alllaidlMide 
and forgotten in their iMuI inter- 
course with each other. 

The I'residenl (jave a Lenten din- 
ner to some of the Senators the past 
week, and with the view of promot- 
ing brotherly love and and kindly 
feelings between his (jiiests had tlicin 
sealeci around the I'cstivi! hoard allei- 
nately Ilopubllcan and Democrat. 
Senator Logan ^t on the loft and 
Senator Sauisbnry on ilia right of 
the President There wore forty-one 
covers, and the State dining room 
was a blaze with sparkling crystals 
but the absence of all music served 
as a reminder that the iioly seascn of 
Lent was reipccted. Miss Cleveland 
daring Lent 'receives callers onlv by 
card for one hour, from 12tol,ou 
Tuesdays and Fridays. 

The General Post Office Uuildlng 
is lo be enlarged.

The House Committee on Invalid 
I'eiisioiis has agreed to report favor- 
ably a bill pon.'^ionini; all honorably 
discharged soldiers of the late war 
who served ninety days and arc or 
may become disabled from perfoi iii- 
ing n^anual labor, uule^s such disa- 
bility has Tieeii occaslonied by their 
own gloss carelessness or vicious 
habiU. 

At tlie time that the Southern 
Claims Commission expired by limi- 
tation oMaw, there were thousands 
of cases that had been disallowed be 
oanse the proof of loyalty had not 
been as Aill as the Commission 
thought It ought to be, and a large 
number of other claims not acted on 
at all for want of evidenoc in support 
of the claim. The CoininiHsion held 
that "neutrality" of the claimant was 
not suffloient to establish loyalty; 
that there must be evidence ofoc- 
fi't'e sympathy" with the cause of the 
Union. Of late years a number of 
these claimant have appealed to (Jon- 
greM for relief. The Senate Com- 
mittee on claims has just re|>orted 
adversely on several of these clsinis 
and lu Its report says that "there are 
nearly 9,000 of these rejected claims, 
involving an amount of iiiore than 
16,000,000. Tlie Committee do not 
deem it Jatt or wise to op«n the door 
to this iiood of claims, when no snb- 
stantlal or eqnitable reason la shown 
* for so doing.'' U.
